A brief report of the town libraries is here pre- 
sented. In the Conway Public Library the circula- 
tion of books was three thousand volumes greater than 
in any other previous year. There was also an ac- 
cordingly increased attendance in the Reading Room. 
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The late Alice Bean bequeathed to the Conway 
Public Library a sum of five hundred dollars, the in- 
terest of which she requested be used annually for the 
purchase of books. | 

Again Mr. Clarence E. Eastman gave one hun- 
dred dollars for the purchase of books. This year 
according to his request the larger part of this sum was 
used for books suitable for the Boy Scouts. 

An interesting and colorful exhibit of Conserva- 
tion Posters was shown in the Library in May. This 
exhibit was sponsored by the Federated Women’s 
Clubs of New Hampshire. Its purpose was to create 
an interest in the movement to preserve the outdoor 
beauty of the town and state. 

Miss Pollard arranged a most unusual program 
for Children’s Book Week. She had on display hand- 
crafts from all parts of the world, and books describ- 
ing the people and lands represented. She labeled 
this observance, “Around the World with Books.” 

This year it has been necessary to make several 
minor repairs to the building and as usual to the fur- 
nace.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Conway: 


During the present school year some special re- 
pairs have been made. At the Kennett high school 
the portico and outside metal work, and the interior 
of the assembly hall were painted. A ventilating sys- 
tem for the gymnasium has also been installed at a 
cost of $900. The Kearsarge and North Conway school 
buildings were painted and some inside work done at 
the latter school. A new ventilating stove was set up 
at Kearsarge. The bulkhead in the rear of the North 
Conway school has been covered by a_ substantial 
structure at a cost of about $210. The latter job was 
not anticipated in the budget but seemed necessary. 

The total registration of pupils in this district so 
far this year is 697 or thirty more than last year and 
probably the largest number in the history of the 
town. Kennett high school with a maximum regis- 
tration of 197 in the fall term will be equally as large 
next year and will show a considerable increase in 
1934. We are employing eight teachers in this school 
and could curtail the number only by drastic changes 
in the curriculum and reducing the range of school 
opportunities. 

Seventy Conway pupils are transported to high 
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school by train and the estimate for next year is 
seventy-six. 

The school board is presenting a budget for next 
year which has been studied and worked out in detail. 
Each item has been considered with all possible in- 
formation available and estimates have been made on a 
basis which will call for the strictest economy in oper- 
ating. A further reduction of the budget would in- 
dicate that the citizens of Conway are prepared to ac- 
cept a lower standard of school efficiency and to sac- 
rifice the principle of equality of school opportunity in 
all parts of the township which we have hitherto main- 
tained with reasonable success. 

Evidence comes to us from time to time that the 
Kennett high school is steadily gaining in prestige and 
reputation. More of our citizens should visit this 
school and see for themselves the quality of the work 
done and the spirit which pervades the school. 

The work of the school nurse has been invaluable. 
No one will assert that the nursing service can pre- 
vent contagious diseases but it is the only agency we 
have for the early detection, isolation and control of 
contagions. ‘There are besides many phases of the 
work of the nurse to which we do not give publicity, 
and the list is very long of underprivileged and phys- 
ically handicapped children who have been given a 
fairer chance in life through the work and efforts of 
the nurse. 

No one denies that it is a difficult time for the 
maintenance of those institutions like the schools which 
are vital to the preservation of our civilization, but 
there is no sense in becoming panic-stricken. There 
is no chance of our solving our problems unless we 
retain our vision and our common sense. 

In these days of rapid changes and the re-establish- 
ment of values it is sometimes difficult to see just 
where we are going educationally, but of this we may 
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be certain, that as long as our pupils acquire habits 
and attitudes of industry, perseverance, honesty, cour- 
tesy and wholesome living, they are fitting themselves 
in the best possible way for the stern competitive 
Stun e which awaits them.

REPORT OF HEADMASTER 
Superintendent John H. Fuller: 


Agreeable to your request, I present below a sta- 
tistical report of Kennett high school, dealing in the 
main with the school year, 1931-1932, to date. 

Registration of the school for the nine years of 
its organization has been:

These figures show rather a steady growth. It is 
expected that the enrollment next year will remain 
about the same as for this year, but that the year fol- 
lowing there will be a considerable increase.

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Last June we graduated a class of 25, and this 
fall have eleven students or 44% continuing their edu- 
eation in other schools for the first time. This is 
probably fully as high a percentage as is desirable for 
the town. We are represented by one or more former 
students at the following institutions: University of 
New Hampshire, Bates, Bowdoin, Dartmouth, United 
States Naval Academy, University of Rochester, Har- 
vard University, George Washington University, Na- 
tional Academy of Arts and Design, Wentworth Insti- 
tute, New England Conservatory of Music, Plymouth 
Normal School, Northeastern University, Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, Chandler School, Con- 
cord Business College, Miss Pierce’s School, Deaconess 
Hospital, Lynn General Hospital, New England Wom- 
an’s Hospital, Massachusetts General Hospital, Babson 
Institute. 

I believe I am right in saying that both parents 
and former students should be warned against cor- 
respondence schools. While many of these schools do 
try to give real and valuable aid, some are interested 
only in the original deposit, and as much of the so- 
called tuition as they may be able to force from their 
customers. Even if all such schools were honest, it 
is the exceptional and not the average student who 
will profit from them. Unless so directed by you or 
the school board, I shall refuse further assistance to 
all such schools. 

We have ten organizations separate from our ath- 
letic teams, with the following membership:

In athletics, football has attracted 29 boys, bas- 
ketball 19, baseball 28, and track 6. These total 49 
different boys, or 51% of the enrollment of boys. The 
girls’ program is less satisfactory. Field hockey had 
24 eandidates, basketball 28; a total of 35 different 
girls, 34.7% of their total number. The Athletic As- 
sociation has outfitted 42.4% of the student body in 
one or more sport. We have placed nine different 
teams in interscholastic competition of some kind dur- 
ing the past year. 

The Athletic Association ua presented the school 
with 180 basket lockers at a cost of $232.00. We have 
long needed some such equipment, and I appreciate 
the courage and co-operation of the boys and girls who 
were willing to help assume the responsibility of their 
purchase. Financially, after buying the lockers men- 
tioned above, and paying $382.00 for new equipment 
this fall, we find our outstanding debt to be about 
$570.00. The major creditors are the Carroll County 
Trust Company, G. C. Stone, and myself.

The average teaching load, including that of your 
headmaster, is 5.8 periods each day, or 124 pupil hours. 
All teachers, with the exception of the headmaster, 
are responsible for the conduct of at least one activity 
outside of classroom work. Shortly before this report 
was made, a survey of time actually spent in prepara- 
tion for class, conduct of classes, grading papers, and 
other activities directly connected with school duties, 
showed that the average for the eight teachers of the 
high school was nine hours and forty-five minutes each 
day. This is not believed a fair average, but probably 
it is near or at the nine hour level. It is doubtful if 
an increase of load could be carried. 

I have made no attempt to draw conclusions from 
these figures, as it seems beyond my functions. Bach 
interested person should draw his own conclusions. I 
should be glad to submit further facts, if so desired.
